RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Price  declines  were  general  at  midwest  mar- 
kets on  most  classes  of  livestock.  This  was 
partly  due  to  lower  trends  on  roost  dressed  meats. 
Slaughter  steer  and  heifer  marketings  were  again 
rather  liberal  and  this  was  also  a  factor  in  the 
steady  to  $1.50  lower  trend  on  these  classes  with 
a  large  share  of  the  late  sales  25-500  off. 
Slaughter  cows  closed  weak  to  500  lower;  stocker 
and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  unevenly  steady  to 
$1.25  lower.  Barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady  to 
750  lower.  The  general  trend  on  slaughter  lambs 
was  50£-l. 00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  con- 
tinued fairly  liberal  at  major  midwest  terminals 
and  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  prices  turned 
lover  for  the  second  consecutive  week.  Declines 
on  steer  and  heifer  beef  at  major  wholesale 
dressed  meat  centers  also  influenced  trading  as 
prices  for  red  meats  moved  into  the  normal  pre- 
Christmas  slump.  At  some  terminals,  notably 
Chicago,  the  transportation  tie-up  along  the 
Eastern  seaboard  due  to  a  heavy  snowfall  had  a 
decidedly  bearish  influence  as  interest  from 
that  area  curtailed  buying  activities.  Slaughter 
steers  were  generally  steady  to  750  lower  with 
high-Good  and  Choice  yearlings  1150#  down  in 
broadest  demand  and  showing  the  least  decline* 
At  Chicago,  $1.00-1.50  price  declines  were  re- 
corded on  all  steers  1150#  and  heavier.  Heifers 
were  steady  to  $1.00  lower  with  most  terminals 
showing  declines  of  250-750.  Cows  sold  weak  to 
500  lower j  bulls  500-1.50  lower.  Vealers  were 
$1.00  higher  at  St.  Louis  but  $1.00  lower  in 
St.  Paul.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  predomi- 
nated in  the  receipts  at  most  points.  Bulk  of 
the  steers  and  heifers  fell  into  the  Good  and 
Choice  grades  but  an  increased  percentage  of 
Good  short  fed  steers  was  marketed  at  several 
terminals.  Prime  steers  were  available  in  very 
limited  numbers  as  a  whole  but  the  percentage 
Prime  in  the  steer  supply  at  Chicago  increased 
from  12  to  fully  16  percent. 

Bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  900-1400# 
steers  brought  $25.00-28.25  at  Chicago,  but 
only  one  load  brought  $28.25  at  midweek  when 
most  sales  were  from  $27.75  down.  Four  loads 
of  Prime  1250-1350#  steers  cashed  at  $28.50  at 
Chicago  early  in  the  week.  At  other  points  a 
few  loads  of  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  moved 
at  $26.25-27.50  while  most  high-Good  and  Choice 
brought  $24.00-26.50  including  a  few  loads  Choice 
1400-1600#  at  $24.00-25.50.  Some  Choice  year- 
lings 950-1100#  brought  $26.75-27.50  in  Chicago. 
Most  Good  steers  sold  at  $22.00-25.25.  Loadlots 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  heifers  sold 
from  $25.50-26.50  with  a  few  to  $27.00  in  Chi- 
cago early  in  the  week.  Choice  heifers  bulked 
at  $24.00-25.75  while  Good  sold  from  $21.25- 
24.50.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  brought 
$13.00-16.00,  Canners  and  Cutters  $11.00-14.50. 


STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Fairly  large  mid-December  receipts  of  stock- 
er and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal 
markets  found  only  a  moderate  demand.  Prices 
at  some  markets  were  maintained  at   either 
steady  or  only  slightly  easier  levels  but  at 
several  markets  prices  were  substantially 
lower.  At  Sioux  City,  Choice  offerings  held 
steady  but  other  grades  were  weak  to  5O01ower. 
At  Kansas  City  the  trend  was  unevenly  weak  to 
$1.25  lower  and  at  So.  St.  Joseph,  Oklahoma 
City  and  Wichita  prices  ranged  from  steady  to 
$1.00  lower.  Medium  to  average-<jOod  stockers, 
both  calves  and  yearlings,  usually  showed  most 
downturn.  Downturns  in  slaughter  cattle  prices 
during  the  week  was  a  factor  prompting  country 
buyers  to  proceed  rather  cautiously.  The  near- 
ing  approach  of  the  year-end  Holiday  season 
along  with  unfavorable  weather  conditions  in 
some  areas  also  were  factors  which  tended  to 
temporarily  curtail  demand. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $22.00-26.25,  majority  $22.50-25.50. 
At  Sioux  City  a  large  string  of  Choice  785# 
steers  brought  $27.00  but  at  Kansas  City  late 
in  the  week  Choice  850#  sold  at  $25.00.  Med- 
ium and  low-Good  feeders  brought  $19.50-23.00. 
Few  Choice  yearling  stock  steers   brought 
$27.50-28.25,  load  678#  included  at  $28.00. 
Occasional  shipments  Choice  525-6 25#  short 
yearlings  cashed  at  $29.00-31.50.  Meanwhils, 
bulk  Good  and  Choice  550-750#  stock  steers 
sold  from  $23.00-27.00;  Medium  and  low-Good 
$19.00-23.00.  Two  loads  Common  and  Medium 
550#  Holsteins  brought  $19.00.  Limited  num- 
bers Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  ranged 
from  $21.25-25.00,  load  Choice  580#  $26.00. 
Three  loads  Choice  and  Fancy  425-491#  steer 
calves  brought  $33.00-34.00;  other  steer  calves 
of  Good  and  Choice  grades  ranged  $24.00-32.00, 
same  grades  heifer  calves  $22.00-29.00,  load 
Choice  and  Fancy  430#  $30.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  at 
the  12  terminals  numbered  around  333,000  or 
6  percent  below  the  previous  week  and  23  per- 
cent under  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago. 
Mixed  No.  1-3  grade  200-260#  barrows  and  gilts 
predominated  in  supplies  with  a  moderate  show- 
ing of  180-200#  at  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  mar- 
kets. Best  demand  centered  on  180-230#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  resulting  in  a  further  widening 
of  price  spreads  at  most  markets.  Shipper  de- 
mand was  moderate  at  most  of  the  western  points 
but  the  crippling  snowstorm  along  the  Eastern 
Seaboard  curtailed  shipping  orders  at  eastern 
Corn  Belt  centers.  At  some  centers  an  early 
downturn  was  recovered  late  but  generally, 
barrows  and  gilts  180-230#  finished  the  week 
steady  to  500  lower,  others  25-750  off.  Sows 
were  largely  25-500  off. 
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U.  S.  1-2,  180-230#  barrows  and  gilts 
brought  $17.50-18.75,  most  sales  $17.50-18.00. 
However,  the  bulk  of  the  180-240#  barrows  and 
gilts  sold  in  mixed  No.  1-3  grade  lots  at 
$16.75-17.75.  U.  S.  1-3,  270-600#  sows  bulked 
at  $11.50-14.50  with  U.  S.  1-2,  250-330#  $14.75- 
15.00. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  were   steady  to 
strong.  Good  and  Choice  130-160#  feeder  pigs 
at  St.  Paul  sold  at  $16.50-17.00  while  same 
grades  130-170#  at  Sioux  City  bulked  at  $16.00- 
16.50,  few  Choice  $16.75-17.00. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  -  Receipts  were  5  percent  smaller  than 
the  previous  week  and  14  percent  less  than  a 
year  ago.  Bulk  of  the  butcher  supply  weighed 
200-240#.  Compared  with  the  previous  Friday, 
180-220#  barrows  and  gilts  closed  mainly  steady 
with  heavier  weights  weak  to  35/  lower;  sows 
were  15/  to  mostly  25/  lower  and  made  up  almost 
10  percent  of  total  receipts.  Mixed  1-3  190- 
220#  barrows  and  gilts  closed  at  $16.50-17.25, 
No.  1-2  selected  lota  $17.00-17.50;  U.  S.  1-3 
270-400#  sows  $13.25-15.15,  400-550#  $11.35- 
13.65. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  4  percent  less  than  the  previous 
week,  but  were  z    percent  larger  than  a  year 
ago.  The  greater  percentage  of  slaughter  lambs 
were  wooled  offerings.  Lower  dressed  lamb 
prices  at  eastern  wholesale  centers  proved  a 
major  price  depressing  factor  in  the  live  trade. 
Slaughter  lamb  prices  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower 
with  the  bulk  50/ -1.00  off;  slaughter  ewes 
mostly  steady  to  50/  higher;  feeder  lambs  steady 
to  $1.00  lower,  mainly  steady  to  25/  off. 

Choice  and  Prime  80-105?/  wooled  slaughter 
lambs  sold  during  the  week  at  $16.00-17.50, 
most  late  sales  $16.00-17.00  and  a  few  Choice 
and  Prime  110-125#  lambs  $15.00.  Choice  and 
Prime  lambs  reached  $18.00  early  at  Indianapolis 
and  St.  Louis,  and  a  few  small  lots  65-80# 
$18.50  at  Denver.  Good  and  Choice  wooled  lambs 
ranged  from  $14.50-16.00  on  late  rounds.  Choice 
and  Prime  80-105//  shorn  lambs  with  No.  1  to 
fall  shorn  pelts  sold  from  $15.00-17.00;  Good 
and  Choice  $14.50-15.50.  Cull  to  Choice  slaugh- 
ter ewes  brought  $2.50-6.50. 

Good  and  Choice  50-8O#  feeder  lambs  sold 
at  $15.00-17.25,  few  loads  Choice  60-70#  western 
feeders  $17.25-17.50  at  Sioux  City. 

Marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  the  In- 
terior Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  area  were  around 
18  percent  less  than  the  previous  week,  but  11 
percent  larger  than  a  year  ago.  Wooled  lambs 
comprised  the  bulk  of  receipts.  Wooled  slaugh- 
ter lambs  closed  steady  to  25/  lower  and 
instances  50/  off;  shorn  lambs  weak  to  50/ 
lower;  slaughter  ewes  unchanged.  On  the  close, 
Choice  and  Prime  80-105#  wooled  slaughter  lambs 
delivered  to  the  plants  brought  $15.75-16.50, 
liberal  share  around  $16.00;  Good  and  Choice 
$14.50-15.75.  Choice  and  Prime  80-105# 
lambs  with  No.  1  to  fall  shorn  pelts  $15.00- 


15.50,  few  selected  high-yielding  lambs  $16.00; 
Good  and  Choice  shorn  lambs  $14.00-15.25.  Cull 
to  Choice  wooled  slaughter  ewes  $2.00-4.50.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CAR LOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Heavy  snow  had  crip- 
pling effect  on  general  conditions  embracing 
wholesale,  retail  and  related  meat  traffic. 
Delivery  trucks  were  snowed  in  and  movement  of 
meats  from  sales  coolers  was  a  virtual  impos- 
sibility until  mid-week,  particularly  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.  Supplies  were  mostly 
normal  except  pork  receipts  moderate  at  New 
York.  Clearance  was  fairly  complete  at  most 
markets.  At  New  York  labor  difficulties  arose 
late  in  the  week  at  the  larger  wholesale  center 
in  the  area,  which  resulted  in  sharp  slow  down 
by  unloading  crews,  involved  in  new  contract 
negotiations.  At  that  market,  there  was  a 
sizable  carryover,  notably  beef.  Pork  movement 
was  generally  slow  on  the  eastern  seaboard  but 
demand  was  fairly  broad  for  beef,  veal,  calf 
and  lamb. 

Steer  beef  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher, 
bulk  strong  to  50tf  higher;  cow  beef  5O0-$1.5O 
lower  at  Philadelphia,  but  steady  to  strong  at 
other  markets;  veal  and  calf  prices  advanced 
$1.00-2.00;  lamb  prices  declined  50tf  to  mostly 
$1.00  at  New  York,  otherwise,  steady  to  $1.00 
higher.  Pork  loins  steady  to  $2.00  higher  at 
all  markets  except  New  York  where  late  sales 
were  fully  $2.00  lower.  Fresh  skinned  hams 
were  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  Boston  butts  and 
sparer ibs  weak  to  mostly  $1.00  lower.  Kosher 
steer  forequarters  sold  50£-$1.00  higher;  lamb 
generally  $2.00  up.  The  trend  for  kosher  veal 
and  calf  was  $2.00-3.00  higher. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  steer  and  heifer 
beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork  were  about  normal. 
Choice  carcasses  comprised  the  bulk  of  the 
beef  supply.  Most  lamb  carcasses  weighed  55- 
65#> relatively  few  under  U5#;  pork  loins  12-l6# 
offered  most  abundantly;  veal  supply  rather 
small.  The  local  carcass  beef  trade  was  slow 
although  little  price  change  was  recorded.  At 
the  outset  beef  chucks,  rounds  and  ribs  sold 
in  a  rather  brisk  trade,  however  by  Wednesday 
chucks  and  rounds  slowed  considerably  and  down- 
turns as  much  as  $3.00  were  recorded.  Veal 
followed  a  higher  trend  for  the  third  consec- 
utive week,  raising  prices  to  their  highest 
point  since  April.  Trading  on  veal  was  only 
moderately  active  but  small  supplies  provided 
a  bullish  influence.  Carcass  lamb  and  all 
fore  end  cuts  were  on  the  draggy  side,  hind- 
saddles  on  the  other  hand  moved  into  most 
channels  of  outlet.  Fresh  pork  trade  was  slow, 
loins  declining  daily. 

Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  about  steady; 
veal  $1.00-3.00  higher;  lamb  $1.00-1.50  lower; 
pork  loins  8-l6#  $2.50-U.OO  lower;  full  de- 
cline on  12-16#;  Boston  butts  l*-8#  $1.00-1.50 
lower;  sparer ibs  $1.00  lower. 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Wholesale  meat  trading  was 
retarded  slightly  by  the  approaching  holiday 
season  and  as  a  reaction  to  recent  price 
advances.  Retailers  were  more  selective  as  they 
readied  display  cases  for  the  usual  shift  to 
smoked, hams  and  poultry  items.  Supplies  were 
generally  adequate  and  occasionally  excessive 
with  fresh  pork,  particularly  loins,  as  weH  as 
beef  chucks,  accumulating  under  a  limited  demand. 
Smoked  hams,  along  with  Good  and  Choice  beef  ribs 
and  trimmed  loins  found  best  demand  for  the 
holiday  season.  Compared  with  a  week  earlier, 
steer  and  heifer  beef  was  generally  steady  in 
Los  Angeles,  steady  to  instances  5>0£  higher  in 
the  northwest  and  mostly  $1.00  higher  in  San 
Francisco.  Veal  and  calf  was  mostly  steady 
except  $1.00-2.00  lower  in  San  Francisco.  Lamb 
prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher  but  the 
advance  met  considerable  resistance  in  the 
northwest.  Fresh  pork  loins  were  under  pressure 
generally  although  about  steady  in  Portland  but 
unevenly  $2.00-5.00  lower  elsewhere.  Other 
fresh  pork  was  mostly  steady  except  weak  to 
$2.00  lower  in  Los  Angeles.  Smoked  pork  held 
at  fully  steady  levels  at  most  coolers.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Activity  in  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  continued  slow 
and  prices  were  somewhat  uneven.  Trading 
in  woolen  wools  was  slow  and  prices  were 
about  steady.  Activity  in  noils  continued 
slow,  prices  unchanged.  There  were  a  few 
sales  of  fine  and  half-blood  fleece  wools 
but  sales  of  medium  fleece  grades  or 
territory  wools  were  limited. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid- 
week indicated  an  unchanged  market  with 
Japan  and  Western  Europe  dominating.  In 
New  Zealand,  prices  declined,  Western 
Europe  and  England  the  principal  buyers. 
South  African  markets  were  firm  under 
general  competition.  South  American  carpet 
wools  declined  but  fine  wools  were  about 
steady. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  grade  fleece 
wools  becoming  quite  scarce.  Some  move- 
ment of  fine  and  half-blood.  Fine  staple 
and  good  French  sold  at  $1.12  while  a  car 
of  half-blood  brought  $1.05  and  another 
$1.08.  A  car  of  Delaine  sold  around 
$1.15. 

Territory  Wools  -  Inventories  held  by 
dealers  in  the  territory  States  reported 
to  be  quite  small.  Movement  of  wool  in 
this  area  consists  largely  of  widely 
scattered  sales  of  relatively  small  lots. 

Texas  Wools  -  Some  scoured  short 
wools  were  sold  at  unchanged  prices.  Good 
to  average  staple  moved  around  $1.12  f .o.b. 
Texas. 

Mohair  -  A  substantial  quantity  of 
mohair  sold  in  Texas  the  past  week  at 
unchanged  prices  -  81^*  for  adult  and 
$1.16i  for  kid. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Foreign  markets 
closed  mostly  firm.  Trade  in  spot  foreign 
wools  continued  slow.  Cabled  quotations 
from  foreign  markets  at  week's  end  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.S. 
oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to 
scouring  yields,  in  bond.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  NOVEMBER  30,  1960 

The  November  net-into -storage  movement  of  red  meats  "was  well  below  that  of  a  year 
earlier  and  average.  The  increase  of  9  million  pounds  compares  with  56  million 
during  November  1959  and  93  million  pounds,  the  average.  December  1  red  meat 
stocks  of  410  million  pounds  were  14  percent  below  stocks  held  for  the  date  last 
year  and  11  percent  below  average.  The  11 -million-pound  November  net  gain  in  pork 
stocks  compares  with  39  million  during  November  1959  and  the  average  of  59  million. 
December  1  pork  holdings  totaled  154  million  pounds  while  a  year  earlier,  224 
million  pounds  were  stored.  The  1955-59  average  is  225  million  pounds.  A  November 
net-reduction  of  4  million  pounds  in  beef  stocks  brought  holdings  to  168  million 
pounds.  Normally,  there  is  a  net  gain  at  this  time  of  year.  The  average  is  30 
million  pounds  while  during  November  1959,  a  net  increase  of  15  million  pounds  was 
reported.
